Hitherto proposals for such a coup 
were limited to certain party publica- 
tions owned and edited by leaders of 
the opposition to the present partia- 
ment majority. Today some of the six 
big dailies take up the cry.

lief that the Briand cabinet will not 
last another week. y 

Rumors are current that the veteran 
premier has decided to throw M. Lou- 
cheur overboard and select a new 
finance minister from one of the right 
parties of the chamber—maybe M. Bo- 
kanowski of the nationalist bloc—%in 
order to obtain the support of this 
powerful group, but even such a 
change ig not expected to sbdive the 
problem, as it would alienate many 
votes from the left and unite that car- 
tel against the government. 


Franc Slips, Living Costs Rise. 

With the franc crumbling—closing at 
28 to a dollar Saturday afternoon— 
the cost of living is going up and an 
ominous wave of spending is surging 
over the country. It appears that 
many citizens feel money is going to 
depreciate to worthlessnéss, like the 
mark, and that they had: better buy, 
something material quickly before 
the paper becomes valueless. 

Despite the extreme gravity of the 
situation, however, there is no jndica- 
tion that the man on the street realizes 
the necessity of personal sacrifices, 
such as paying additional taxes, and 
every one is attempting to change his 
money into foreign currency and get 
it out of the country to save it from 
a. capital levy. 

Make Foreigners Pay Up. 

The foreigners here—Americans, 
English, an@ others—who pay taxes 
honestly because the French always 
manage to find means to tollect the 
full tithe from foreigners despite their 
inability to make their countrymen Gis- 
gorge, say it is unnecessary to increase 
taxes, but merely to enforce the pres- 
ent taxation.

A DEBT IS SOMETHING TO 
BE PAID. 


Secretary Mellon’s annual report on the nation’s 
finances shows that the United States government 
owes $20,000,000,000. The present plan is to pay 
back nearly $9,000,000,000 by 1944. The $9,000,000,- 
0¢0 is the amount spent by America itself in the 
war, as distinguished from the amount lent to the 
allies. Some congressmen want to take more time. 
They say truly that taxes could be lowered at once 
if less money were devoted to reducing the debt. 
They say we have given the European nations 62 
years in which to pay what they owe; and why, 
then, should we be more lenient with Buropean 
taxpayers than with our own? 

Mr. Mellon’s answer is that it will cost $12,000,- 
000,000 in .interest and principal to repay the 
$9,000,000,000 by 1944 and that if we allow 62 years 
for repayment the total cost will be increased to 
$24,000,000,000. That answer, we believe, will satisfy 
most taxpayers. The nation hag to pay its debts, 
Americans have always believed, and the best way 
to pay them is to pay them as cheaply as possible; 
or, in other words, with as little interest added 
to the principal as possible. The conception of a 
debt as something to be paid has been the back: 
bone of the American fiscal policy since Alexander 
Hamilton established the credit of the United 
States on that basis. It has not been so in Europe, 
where most countries had perpetual] debts even 
before the war. 

Mr. Mellon has tradition and economy on his 
side, and that is not all. His opponents are asking 
future generations to pay interest on bonds which 
represent no addition to the national wealth. The 
war bonds are unlike the bonds floated to build the 
Panama canal, which is an addition to the national!

SUNLIGHT TREATMENT FOR 
TUBERCULOSIS. 

EVERAL thousand Pennsylvania 

boys and girls aMlicted with tuber- 

culosis have been given the sun- 

light treatment somewhat after 

the plan used by Rollier in Switzerland. 

The method, as described by Dr, Funk, 
is as follows: ‘ 

“ Upon entrance, the patient is stripped 
only up to the knees and the sun's rays 
are allowed to reach the bare skin of 
his feet and lower legs for fifteen min- 
utes. The day following the section 
from the knees to the waist is similarly 
treated, while the legs are exposed for 
a half hour. Progressively the entire 
body is thus subjected to the sunlight. 
and pigmentation consequently effected 
without sunburn. J 

> 

“After the skin has been properly 
‘trowned the children from 6 to 14 years 
of age spend all of the day in the open 
alr. They wear no clothing except 
trunks. 

“The average gain in weight for a 
three weeks’ period was three pounds, 
with a corresponding increase in genera! 
vitality.” 

The usual daily number of children in 
the institutions where the sunlight treat- 
ment is used is four hundred and twenty- 
five, but In the spring and fall several 
hundred additional are given the treat- 
ment for a total period of twelve weeks. 
This gradually growing experithent has 
been in operation since 1919. Mot all of 
the children treated by sunlight were 
actively tuberculous. Some had latent 
pulmonary tuberculosis; others, latent 
surgical tuberculosis, while others were 
said to be merely predisposed to tuber- 
culosis. Perhaps most of those who 
were said to be predisposed to tubercu- 


losis were pale, frail, underweight, nerv-

THE FARMERS’ COMPLAINT. 

Chicago, Dec. 11-—You are all wet in 
“The Farmers’ Just Complaint” edito- 
rial. President Coolidge told the truth: 
: Farmers are benefited more by the tariff 
than city folks and should get no more 
help of this kind. 

Protection can’t save inefficiency, 
which is the real cause of most of the 
farmers’ troubles. Nor can an export 
corporation or other form of subsidy 
save the farmer who still clings to tools 
and methods of a past age. 

One out of every eight farms in Mll- 
nois, a banner agricultural state, is still 
plowed with a walking plow, the same as 
'% or 100 years ago. The men who fol- 
low them raise less per year than did 
their grandfathers. But they think they 

should get more for their work. 

Of course they don’t make a good in- 
come, nor are they entitled to it. City 
folks don't want to pay the same wages 
to farmers who milk ten cows by hand 
as they do to men who milk sixty cows 
by machine. Yet that’s what the farm- 
ers are asking. Incidentally they also 
ask full price for tainted milk from sick 
cows, made worse by hand milking. 

Each time I buy a pound of butter I 
pay 12 cents tariff protection so Ameri- 
can farmers may continue to milk poor 
producing, tuberculin infected cows by 
hand, separate the cream by antique 
methods, and make a poor grade of but- 

| ter by old fashioned systems. New 
, Zealand farmers would gladly ship better 
butter half way round the world and sell 
it to me at a lower price—butter which 
they made by up to date methods. They 
milk and separate the cream by machin- 
ery at a single operation. The milk 
comes from healthy, high producing 
cows, whose feed is produced cheaply by 
powerful tractors, instead of two horse 
teams. They can afford to sell for less, 
for one farmer produces several] times as 
much in a year as the average American 
dairy farmer, yet does not work as hard. 
And they are so highly prosperous at 
prices American farmers claim they can- 
not meet that their farms are in demand 
at from $600 to $1,000 per acre. Yet they 
started long after we did. 

No export corporation can sel! our in- 
ferior butter abroad in competition with 
New Zealand or Danish butter. We had 
the market once, but lost it because of 
poor quality and high prices. Dean Rus- 
sell of the University of Wisconsin, a 


dairy authority, recently said so. We 
can regain it only by reducing our costs 
and improving our quality, both of which 


| ean easily be done. But there is no at- 


tempt to do this. All efforts are directed 
toward getting city folks to pay more for 
an inferior product, indirectly, through a 
government subsidy. 

What is true of butter and cheese is 
in general true of all our farm crops. 


‘They are produced on most farms much 


‘less efficiently than in western Canada, 
Argentina, and Australia, for example. . 


It is not the Buropean peasant, as so fre* 
quently claimed, who is competing with 
American farmers—he doesn’t raise 
enough to compete with anybody—it is 
the efficient and prosperous farmers in 
new countries who are rapidly taking 
our foreign markets from us and trying 
to get our domestic market as wel). 
American farmers could produce much 
cheaper and with fewer workers and thus 
meet this competition, but don’t want 
to go to the trouble; it is easier to ask 
for more protection at the expense of city 
workers who are producing by modern 
methods. The . President says farmers 
have more than their share now; he 
gave the facts to prove it: he is abso-.

AILK PRODUCERS 
WRESTLE WITH 


Discuss Solution Plan at 
Parley Today. 


.Hopes for an early solution of the 
long drawn eut controversy betweeng 
©ertain milk producers and city author- 
ities, who insist milk from healthy 
cows exclusively’ shall be sold in the 
city, depend upon a conference today 
of the producers’ executive committee. 

A plan, the details of which have not 
been revealed, is to be discussed at the 
meeting in the office of Attorney Wey- 
mouth Kirkland, counsel for the com- 
mittee. 

“The fiirmers are anxious to deliver 


the kind of milk Chicago wants,” said | 
Mr. Kirkland. “But if their cattle wei 
to be ruthlessly siaughtered, with no | 
definite hope of recompense {trom 
either federa! or state authorities, it 
will simply mean ruin to many mee 


ducers. 
Want Compensation. 
“The fear that this recompense wi'l 
not be forthcoming has been the sole 
stumbling block in the situation from 


a calm, dispassionate discussion of this 
thing, some way will be found whereby 
everybody will be satisfied.” 

Health Commissioner Herman N. 
Bundesen, who initiated and is leading 
-- the fight for pure milk, said he was 
willing to listen to any reasonable pian, 
provided that plan made provision for 
one thing—pure milk from healthy 
cows. 

“I don’t want to see any farmer 
forced into bankruptcy,” he said. “ But 
we cannot compromise the health of 
Chicago.” 

Bundesen Not at Paricy. 

Dr. Bundesen said he would not be 
present at today’s meeting. It was in- 
timated that a conference with the 
health commissioner may take place 
after the producers have had an oppor- 
tunity to thoroughly go over their 
problem. 

The producers, realizing the violent 
public sentiment against milk from 
tubercular cows, will try to bring about 
a temporary lull of official action on 
the city’s part pending efforts to learn 
definitely their chances of collecting 
for the value of such cattle as may be 
ordered killed.
